Nowadays when the normal record- 
erazed teenager hears or thinks about 
Chicago, automatically he pictures in 
his mind a turntable, a stack of hit 
dises and Stan “The Record Man” Dale 
spinnin’ them over the air waves for 
all his fans. 

Stan began his career in New York 
City on Stations WNYC and WNYE, 
the Board of Education station, where, 
along with announcing, he did quite a 
bit of acting. The next stop was WLBR, 
an ABC net outlet in Lebanon, Penn- 
sylvania, where he remained for one 
year and really got started on his dee- 
jay work. Then, he went on to WARD, 
Johnstown, Pennsylvania, and WAIR. 
Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 

Suddenly, bigger and better things 

_began to happen when Stan switched 
to WSRS Cleveland, where he first 
became known as Stan “The Record 
Man.” There, he was program director 
and chief announcer for one year, fol- 
lowing his first year as staff announcer. 
During his third and final year with 
WSRS, Stan did the all-night show — 
this proved to be his big break. 

From Cleveland. he went on to De- 
troit’s WXYZ. and. in addition to his 
deejay shows, he appeared on The Lone 
Ranger and Challenge Of The Yukon. 
To completely fill his schedule, he also 
emceed a TV show with Betty Clooney. 

Then, he went on to the country’s 
second largest market and WJJD in 
Chicago, where, within a short time, he 
was rated the number two disc jockey 
in town. Evervthine was going fine for 
Stan. But, Uncle Sam decided to call 
on him, and Stan entered the Army in 
January, 1955. His second year in the 
service was spent in Korea with the 
Armed Forces Korea Network in Seoul. 
While at the network’s kev station, 
Stan conducted an all-night dise jockey 
show for six stations from midnight 
until 4:00 a.m. During the show, he took 
phone calls for dedications, just as he 
does now. From wives and sweethearts 
of the men stationed there, he also re- 
ceived much mail with requests for cer- 
tain records to be played for them. 

On Christmas Day, 1956, “S.D.” re- 
turned to Chicago and his same job at 
WJJD, except that he was given a big 
block of morning time for the “Stan 
Dale Show.” And. in iust eleven months, 
he was re-established, and Station 
WAIT offered him a good contract with 
more ‘leeway in the planning and pro- 
gramming of his show. 

That about brings the Dale story up 
to date. Stan “The Record Man” can be 
heard six days a week over WATT radio, 
so, if you can. give a listen to “The 
Windy City’s Wizard” — Stan Dale.

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If the frigid waters of Lake Super- 


e ior could somehow have maneuvered the 
warm stream of the Japanese current 
to flow along their shores around the 


north inland city of Duluth, Minnesota, 
chances are the good citizens of that 
community would today be enjoying 
the talents of Hollywood’s hippest dise 
jockey, Ira Cook. Because, as a school- 
boy, Ira was faced with a very cold, 
icy hike of four miles along the wind- 
blown streets to attend classes at Du- 
luth Central High School, he vowed 
that if the opportunity ever presented 
itself, he would chuck the climes of 
Northern Minnesota in favor of a warm- 
er locale. 


Graduation from high school opened 
the doors for Ira, when his parents ex- 
ercised their influence to get him to 
study medicine. Ira accepted the offer 
to attend college, providing it was as 
far away from Duluth and in as warm 
a direction as he could get. Well, Stan- 
ford, in year-round sunny California 
got the nod, and Duluth had lost what 
was to be their most promising radio 
personality. Then, after receiving his 
degree in Basic Medical Science in 
1938, he went back to what had always 
been his first love, radio. Actually, he 
was no beginner, because as a young- 
ster he had haunted local radio sta- 
tions and did a score of odd jobs for 
them. 


So, in Hollywood, he started as a 
record librarian and progressed up the 
ladder until World War II interrupted 
his budding career. After a two year 
hitch in the army, he returned to the 
Hollywood scene and soon became one 
of the best known deejays in Southern 
California. In 1949, Ira moved into 
KMPC, as a permanent staff member, 
and ever since, his programs have been

station owner, the great Gene Autry. Hollywood's hippest deejay, Ira Cook. corporating lots of his. midwestern 


background and homey philosophy, 
makes Ira’s voice a welcome guest in 
the homes of many listeners who have 
acquired the Ira Cook habit every day. 


Within the industry, too, Ira is a 
very much sought-after personality for 
advice from recording stars, musicians 
and promotion people. A prized ac- 
complishment in an artist’s career is 
to have Ira select his latest dise as his 
“Record of the Week’ or his latest al- 
bum as his “Album of the Week.” Ira’s 
unerring accuracy and uncanny ability 
to come up with winners is legendary. 


On his shows, Ira invites listeners’ 
reactions on songs, etc., and he gets 
listener reaction! His mail count is over 
a thousand letters a month. He com-- 
ments about his mail on the air and 
3 i many times, it brings to mind one of 
Three of the pert King Sisters of Capitol recording fame are pleased to find his famous “Thoughts for the Day,” 

out that KMPC's Ira Cook is playing their newest record release. which he sprinkles generously through- 
out his broadcast period. 


Ira is also a mighty popular guy 
around the station — especially in the 
summertime, when his rose garden is 
in full bloom. It is a usual sight to see 
Ira bringing huge loads of the blos- 
soms into the studio and promptly fill- 
ing the vases of all the secretaries. In 
fact, February, 1958, was celebrated as 
“Tra Cook Month” at KMPC. 


Tra has still another talent — that 
of song writing. Among his published 
works are “Blue Lagoon,” “Two Kids,” 
“Cheaters Never Prosper” and more re- 
cently “Pony Tail,” which was record- 
ed by Larry Dean with Lawrence Welk’s 
orchestra on the Brunswick stamp. 


Yes, Ira Cook is truly a talented and 
popular radio personality — Holly-

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hair and blue eyes, Ray Starr is the 
finest deejay in South Carolina. A na- 
tive of New York City, Ray is a grad- 
uate of Columbia University and has 
attended the NBC Page School of Radio 
Technique. Although he has previously 
served with stations WBGR, Goldsboro, 
North Carolina, WRAL, Raleigh, North 
Carolina, WPG, Atlantic City, New 
Jersey, WAAT, Newark, New Jersey, 
WNEW, New York City, WOR, New 
York City, KQV, Pittsburgh, Penna., 
KAYX, Waterloo, Iowa, KWWL-TV, 
Waterloo, Iowa, WJAN, Spartanburg, 
South Carolina, and WTHE, Spartan- 
burg, he is currently general manager 
of radio station WJOT in Lake City, 
South Carolina. But, along with his ad- 
ministrative work, he is also the emcee 
on “The WJOT Gang”, “The Ray Starr 
Show” and “Starr And The News”, the 
highest rated news program in his area. 


One of the many things that “R.S.” 
is noted for is the fact that he has 
conducted two marathons, in which he 
played his own records, read his own 
news, kept his own log and read his 
own commercials for twenty-four hours 
a day—something that very few people 
ean do, The first marathon came about 
for this reason — while working in 
Spartanburg, Ray discovered that many 
school children couldn’t afford to buy 
their lunch at school. So, he vowed 
over the air to spin ’til he dropped to 
vaise the money for the school lunch 
program. It was to be held in the 
middle of February, 1957, for three 
days. But, at the end of the three days, 
money was still needed, and Ray was 
still fresh, so he continued. The mar- 
athon lasted for a total of one-hundred 
sixty-six hours and thirty minutes. 


The second marathon occurred when 
Ray was invited with deejay Don How- 
ard to Oklahoma City for their semi- 
centennial. So, just three months after 
his first marathon, he left for Okla- 
homa and another challenge. Serving 
as the representative of the governor 
of South Carolina, Ray was invited to 
interviews by the press, radio and tele- 
vision. During the marathon, Ray and 
Don worked in an air-conditioned booth, 
and neither slept an hour during the 
bout. And, once again, Ray stayed on 
his diet of chicken livers and hot tea, 
but after one-hundred sixty-eight 
hours and thirty-three and one-half 
minutes, Don’s doctor advised him to 
stop. Ray, who was carried out of the 
first marathon, then decided that since 
his buddy couldn’t continue, he wouldn’t 
either. In a great show of sportsman- 
ship, Ray announced that he, too, 
would stop. So, he walked away, but 
was forced to spend the night at a 
hospital, and a few days later, he 
headed home. 


Mr. Starr has also been the recipient 
of many awards. They are the Variety 
Club Merit Award, 1955; Disk Magazine 
Award, 1955; George Washington Hon- 
or Medal, 1956-57; Cosmopolitan Mag- 
azine Award, 1952; Most Promising TV 
Talent, 1956; ABC Band Award, 1956; 
Associated Press News Award, 1953-57; 
NCOC & J Award, 1956; National Safe- 
ty Council, 1956; Ohio Education A- 
ward, 1956-57; Community Fund A- 
ward, 1955-58; ASDJ Award, 1950-56; 
NADJ Award, 1955-57; Billboard A- 
ward, 1956; Glenn Miller Award, 1953; 
DJ Promotion (Movies), 1955-57; Ball- 
room Ops Award, 1956; Music Oscar, 
1956; Library of Congress Award, 1956; 
and the Gold Mike Award, 1957.

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In today’s record world, quite fre- 
quently we hear the word “master,” 
whereas only a few years ago, it was 
most uncommon. Just what is a master? 
Well, for those of you who may not be 
familiar with the term, a master is 
simply the original perfected cut of a 
record. But, our story goes a little deep- 
er than that, for nowadays, not only 
are record companies producing mas- 
ters, but it is a very common thing 
for an artist to cut his own. 

For example, an artist may be a fav- 
orite entertainer in his little hometown 
and in the surrounding area. His friends 
and neighbors urge and finally convince 
him that he should try his luck on re- 
cords. So, he gets a small band to- 
gether, rehearses with them and records 
the material. Once this is done, he may 
do one of two things — either release 
it himself in his respective territory to 
see what the reaction is, hoping that a 
record company will buy it, or he may 
take the master to various record com- 
panies, usually small ones, who would 
give him more backing than he would 
receive on a big label with so many 
established stars, in hopes of selling 
it for national release. 

After this is done, his record will be- 
gin to make the rounds, and if the 
kids should really go for it in a big 
way, the company now owning the mas- 
ter, striving for a big hit will go all 
out to promote the record. They will 
also, work hard to bring a new star 
to the public eye. 

As we previously stated, back about 
four or five years ago the use of the 
master in this way was rarely heard

of. Perhaps, the reason for this was 
the fact that then there were not so 
many ambitious young vocalists trying 
to break into the industry. Or, it may 
be that because there were not too many 
record companies, it was difficult to get 
a company, unwilling to take a chance 
on a new performer, to even listen to 
an unknown. But, whatever the case 
may have been yesterday, there are 
quite a few people who are glad that 
they heard of the master today. 


For example, a young lad named 
Danny got together with three of his 
friends and formed a group known as 
Danny and The Juniors. Together, they 
recorded what was to be a fabulous hit, 
“At The Hop,” which was released lo- 
cally in the Philadelphia area and later 
bought by ABC Paramount. In just 
about the same way, a vocal team call- 
ed The Silhouettes came up with a 
smash, too. Of course, you remember 
“Get A Job,” which was first released 
in the Philadelphia area, also, and then 
was purchased by Ember Records. Then, 
there are The Voxpoppers, whose mas- 
ter scored way up on the charts. “Wish- 
ing For Your Love” got a tremendous 
reaction and was, therefore, bought by 
Mercury. “Silhouettes” — that was a 
great tune, too, done up in fine fash- 
ion by The Rays on the XYZ label. 
Soon, however, Cameo Records stepped 
in to buy the master. 


Well, although these are only a few 
examples, remember that there are 
many more and many more to come 
who will start the climb up the ladder 
to success via the “master.”
